ASHEVILLE, N. C., April 15.— 
Governor Smith’s visit has already 


_ brought one piece of convincing evi- 


dence that the generous, open-heart- 
ed people down here are getting tired 
of having the South paraded 
throughout the nation as the sup- 
posed home of bigotry, intolerance 
and religious prejudices. 

Thomas J, Heflin, Senator from 
Ala and recognized exponent of 
all thé Ku Klux Klan stands for, if 
mot spokesman for the Klan itself, 
has received a rebuke from fellow- 
Democrats in North Carolina that, 
it is expected, he will be a long time 
getting over. 

Senator Heflin, it appears, had 
conceived the idea that the visit of 
Governor Smith.would afford an op- 
portunity for restoration of the wan- 
ing prestige of the Ku Klux Klan in 
the Tarheel State. He had pre- 
pared to come to the very heart of 
the Commonwealth, Winston-Salem, 
and stage an anti-Smith rally in the 
Forsyth County Court House. while

ACCORD WITH CHURCH 


Despite Recent Public Issue, 
Prospect of Concordat Is 
Declared Good. 


POPE HOLDS TO PRINCIPLES 


But in Their Application He 
Agrees to Continued Negotia- 
tions on Vatican's Status.

ROME, April 15.—Premier Musso- 
lini has an ambition to go down in 
history as the man who settled the 
Roman question. Despite whatever 
appearances there may be to the con- 
trary, the Italian dictator is work- 
ing on the problem of bringing to 
an end the contest which has ex- 
isted between the Vatican and the 
Italian State since 1870, when Cador- 
na’s men took over Rome and the 
Papal States as part of the program 
of uniting Italy. 

Among those closer in touch with 
the situation than the general public, 
there exists a belief that there has 
never existed a better prospect for a 
concordat between the Roman Cath- 
= Church and the Italian State.

SAYS HE PRESERVED UNION 


In ‘Address Reviewing Jackson’s 
Career Executive Stresses His 
Fight on Nullification. 


STATUE GIFT OF TENNESSEE 


Governor Horton Presents It— 
Unveiled by Andrew Jackson 4th 
at Exercises by D. A. R.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in accepting’ for the 
nation the statue of Andrew. Jack- 
son, which was dedicated in Statuary 
Hall of the Capito) today, pictured 
him as representing the pioneer 
spirit in American life and govern- 
ment and as a strong, impetuous 
character who lives in history for his 
anti-nullification policy and his fight 
against the United States Bank. 

The President briefly but strikingly 
sketched General Jackson's life, pay- 
ing tribute to his proclamation deny- 
ing the right of secession, which, 
Mr. Coolidge said, ‘thas been re- 
garded as one of the best state 
papers of any American President.”’ 

President Coolidge said that in re- 
futing the power of a State to set 
aside an act. of Congress, when 
South Carolina attempted in 1832 to 
nullify the Tariff law, President 
Jackson’s action was thoroughly na- 
tionalist in spirit and had a profound 
effect.

Press tonight by a devious route. The first stated that the

The second message’ merely recorded the fact of the safe 
arrival of the Canadian plane. 

After.a lapse of several hours, due to failure.of a land wire 
forming part of the system used to get in touch with Greenely 
Island, The Canadian Press was able again tonight to obtain the 
curtailed messages being filed to Quebec. 

The question as to the future desires of the fliers may be 
answered at any time. Three choices face them. 

They can fly to Quebec in one of the relief planes. 

They can await the Government steamer which could carry 
them and their plane to a Canadian port. 

They can await spare parts and fuel and complete their 
flight.

T'wo°Fairchild monoplanes were mobilized there in the 
hope of rescuing the transatlantic fliers marooned since Friday 
on Greenely Island in. the Straits of Belle Isle. One of them 
got through tonight, 

Lake St. Agnes has been the battlefield of motion picture 
camera men, outbidding and outbluffing each other to get one 
of the four seats in the only plane left in this region. 

The other machine, which left yesterday, was piloted by 
“Duke” Schiller, who attempted to fly across the Atlantic last 
Summer in the Royal Windsor and failed. 

With him went Dr. Louis Cuisinier, French pilot. These 
two and the Canadian Government icebreaker Montcalm raced 
to be first. to get. to the isolated German-Irish crew of the Bre- 
men and the plane won. 

Louis Couture, President of the Canadian Transcontinental 
Airways, announced late tonight that Schiller had arrived at 
Greenely Island. He plans to take the three aviators to Murray 
Bay tomorrow. 


Habitant Sleigh-Drivers Thrive. 

While thé Montcalm is plowing through broken ice near the 
Western entrance to Belle Isle Straits, the air lane is beset with 
fog and géneral low visibility. 

Tn the meantime ‘a strong detachment of movie photogra- 
phers is noisily preparing for action 700 miles to the south of 
the little island off Labrador.

Reports Montcalm Held by Ice. 
Special to The New York Times. 

SYDNEY, N. S., April 15.—That the Montcalm, now held 
fast in heavily packed ice 100 miles from Greenely Island, 
Labrador, could not be extricated from her position unless the 
wind veered round to the north, was the information contained 
in a wireless message sent tonight by Captain Mercier to V. 
Mullins, local agent for the marine and fisheries. The message 
follows: 

“Twenty miles northwest magnetic from Starry Islands in 
heavy close packed ice as far as can be seen. Am in hopes of 
reaching Greenely as soon as we have strong northerly wind. 
Will advise you of progress later.” 

The Montcalm is not likely to reach the Bremen fliers un- 
til some time tomorrow at the earliest. The Montcalm is a 
heavy ice-breaker and will likely smash her way through. 

Upon her arrival in Labrador it is believed here that the 
Montcalm will take on board the three airmen and sections of 
the plane, which will be dismantled and packed. The ship will 
then proceed to North Sydney, the port of departure to the 
Arctic, from which every explorer, including MacMillan. Peary 
and Byrd, has sailed, and which has proven a strat’ ‘vase 
for supplies and fuel. 


Awaited at North Sydney. 


At North Sydney the ship’s arrival will be aw..:.-1 by 
newspaper men from the United States and upper Canadian 
cities, as well as two airplanes from New. York, which are ex- 
pected to land at Victoria Park here tomorrow. 

Reports that the airmen would continue their flight, after 
repairs to their plane, were discounted here by Vincent Mullins, 
agent for the Marine and Fisheries Department, and by several 
other local aviation officials. Even if the necessary repairs 
were made, it is thought unlikely that the large German mono- 
plane would be able to take off from Greenely Island without 
crashing. . 


Montcalm Cannot Stay at Island Long.

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 15.—J. A. Wilson, Controller of 
Civil Aviation, said today that the gasoline at Greenely Island 
was unsuitable for airplanes and that for the Bremen to at- 
tempt to continue its flight on such fuel would be disastrous.

BYRD: DOUBTS COMPASS 


MISGUIDED BREMEN 


Commander Thinks Fog and Wind 
Caused Fliers to Swerve 
Northward. 


Special to The New York Times. 


HARTFORD, Conn., April 15.—The 
theory that the Bremen transatlantic 
fliers were driven from their course 
by compass variation -was disputed 
by Commander Richard E. Byrd in 
a discussion of the flight with a rep- 
resentative of The Hartford Courant 
tonight, 

“They were sufficiently experienced 
to have taken cognizance of the vari- 
geen. of ‘the compass,’’ Commander 

stated. ‘‘The fog and the wind, 
principally the —* were undoubtedly 
actors that were responsible for 

their northward Hight, ” he said. 

Commander Byrd further expressed 
the opinion "that the German-Irish 
fliers had not exhausted their fuel 
supply when they landed at Greene- 
ley Island after drifting about for 
hours Saturday. 

He described the charts that are 
used by transoceanic fliers which in- 
dicate the com variation at vari- 
ous points, and declared that every 
flier, attempting such a voyage, must 
of necessity have consulted these 
charts. At the point where the Bre- 
men’s crew evidently were turned 
northward in their flight the greatest 
compass variation occurs, he stated, 
and this variation is familiar to all 
navigators. 

Quite obviously the fliers were the 
victims of the heavy fog which han 
over Labrador at this time of 
year and were probably blown fur. 
ther from their course by the wind, 
said the Commander. 

The experience of the Bremen 
fliers will throw little light on the 
fate of the Coli-Nungesser flight or 
the other unsuccessful east to west 
transatlantic attempts, in the opinion 
of Commander Byrd. 

“I do not believe ae Coli and 
Nungesser ever across the 
ocean,”’ he said. ‘‘ —— be- 
lieve ‘that they never reached the 
Irish coast."’

What.seems to be undisputed is 
that while the work was going on 
Admiral Brumby directed it intelli- 
gently.

It is said that Secretary KEL-

Even more 
important;,he can. be taught to dis- 
like the idea of giving pain to his 
pets. Consideration of the feelings 
of any one but himself is a sentiment 
which is, non-existent in an infant, 
As the child grows older the mean- 
ing of generosity comes to him 
partly through his relationship to 
animals, particularly if he has a pet 
of his own. 

If the schools this week succeed 
in opening the eyes of children to 
the’ dependence of domestic animals 
on human beings, this will have 
somewhat enlarged their little world. 
Years ago in one of the school 
readers there was a heartrending 
story of a poor Fido whose master 
misunderstood the message the dog 
was trying to convey, and, thinking 
his strange behavior indicated mad- 
ness, shot*him. The tender-hearted 
little girls wept and the little boys 
were horribly embarrassed by the 
spectacle and by their own wretched 
feelings. No modern teacher would 
sanction such a method for im- 
pressing. children with the intelli- 
gence and general worth of the dog. 
But she will tell them that watering 
stations for horses are important, 
Winter as well as Summer, and 
that the cat, independent though he 
seems, is not able to shift for himself 
if the family goes away for a vaca- 
tion and leaves him without care. 


CHINESE MISSIONS. 


Yesterday’s dispatch from THE 
TIMES correspondent in Shanghai 
gives incidental support to the views 
expressed in a letter from the same 
correspondent under date of Jan. 15, 
but printed on the same page. Both 
deal with the changed conditions in 
China as they affect the work of the 
missionaries. ‘The letter of three 
months ago tells of the return of the 
missionaries to their posts from 
abroad as fast as they can get per- 
mission, and of the eagerness on the 
part of those who last year reluc- 
tantly left their places in the interior 
to go back there. “Every week or 
“go a group sails up the Yangste for 
“some outlying centre of education 
“and hospital work,” whence they 
were forced to flee last Spring. The 
late news by cable is confirmatory 
in that it tells of the demands that 
have been made and doubtless will 
continue to be made of the Nanking 
Government by the missionaries for 
he return of certain properties. This 
is a clear indication that the mission- 
‘ary movement is now in and not out; 

It is an entrance upon a new chap- 
ter of mission work in its educational 
aspects, -What.was- proclaimed .as 
the ultimate aim:of the missions has, 
under stress of recent events, been 
made a present policy of adminis- 
tration. It was the expectation that 
at some future time the churches, 
schools and hospitals would be taken 
over by the Chinese Christians and 
be wholly administered” and sup- 
ported by them. The regulations of 
the Nationalist Government require 
that this shall be done now with.re- 
spect to such: institutions as the 
schools and hospitals. This require- 
ment is not.as-~yet.made.by the 
Northern Government, but obviously 
‘the process will be speeded up by 
what has happened, unless disaster 
overtakes the experiments in native 
control, The change has in many 
cases been one of form only, the for-. 
mer American or other foreign heads 
continuing: to function much as be- 
fore, but as advisers. Their advice 
has back of it the American or 
other foreign funds necessary for the 
support of the institution. It. is, 
after all, but a logical intermediate 
step" between dependence upon for- 
eign...administration. and complc:. 
autonomy.

Senator Steck merely remarked, on 
this point, that he was born in Iowa, 
and knew how its name should be 
spoken. This touches on an old dis- 
agreement, But there can be no dif- 
ference of opinion about what State, 
or what region, Senator Herriin 
comes from. When he drops into 
“like I say it’’—and leaves the phrase

Keeping School. Yards Open Would 
Aid in Preserving Morals. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: * 

THe Trwgs’s recent editorial, ‘‘Mis- 
directed Energies,’’ commending the 
report of the Baumes Commission on 
the causes of juvenile delinquency, 
has my earnest endorsement; espe- 
cially so in the commission's state- 
ment .that about two-thirds of the 
juvenile delinquency was due ‘‘mostly 
to misdirected’ energies’ or’ lack of 
normal play,’ and: that the greatest 
good would. come,.not by repressive 
measures, but by » directing. this 
normal .youthful energy into chan- 
nels ‘“‘that challenge their imagina- 
tion, their courage, their ingenuity, 
their. strength, their skill, their 
loyalty to one another—the normal 
equivalent. of thievery and adventur- 
ous delinquency.”’

Nationality Makes a Difference. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I thought readers of THe Times might be 
interested in knowing something about the 
discriminating practice. of the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment against Americans. 

Before starting from ‘Tokio to Naples I 
secured @ transit visa at the British Consu- 
late in Tokio for passage through all Brit- 
ish possessions and Egypt.. I was assured’ 
by the acting British Consul that the visa 
was good for a trip to Cairo during the day 
that the steamer was passing through the 
Suez Canal: from Suez to Port Said. 

The Egyptian passport official who 
boarded our steamer at Suez examined my 
visa, observed that it had cost four shillings 
and declared that’ it was not sufficient for 
the visit to Cairo. He said that I must have 
a full visa, which costs Americans ten gold 
dollars.. All Americans who made the trip. 
were required to secure the full visa and 
pay the ten dollars, 

Yet a transit visa sufficed for the. Japan- 
esé. They had secured them at the same 
British Consulate in Tokio and had paid 
fight shillings instead of four, This fact 
was pointed out to the passport official. He 
said that the fact that a Japanese could 
make the trip to Cairo on a transit visa was 
no reason for an American's thinking he 
could do the same thing.

Charlies Balevre, organist at the 
Bowery Mission since 1907, who died 
at New York Hospital Friday, was 
honored by a bowed and tearful 
crowd of down-and-outers which 
formed one of the largest gatherings 
in the history of the Bowery Mission 
at his funeral there yesterday after- 
noon. 

At the funeral were‘all the officials 
of the. other. Bowery .. missions, 
churches, and. charitable organiza- 
tions. ‘There ‘were the important 
permanent residents. And there was 
a large turnout of members of the 
floating population. 

Not fewer than 52,000 men had had 
contact with the organist during 
those twenty years of service, ac- 
cording to Anson C. Baker, secretary 
of the mission, who spoke at the 
funeral. He asserted thet it was his 
belief that the deceased had known 
more men intimately than any other 
man in the world. 

The coffin was banked with flowers 
which belied the poverty of those 
who sent them. The Rev. Dr. John 
R. Henry of the mission officiated. 

According to the story of Balevre 
told in the Bowery, he was a jewelry 
merchant until he came to the mis- 
sion in June, 1907. He retired then, 
and he retired in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.

One of them confessed that he is 
himself tempted occasionally to won- 
der whether it might not, after all, 
be true that old economic law and 
precedent have lost their application 
to the new era in both finance and 
industry; but he added that his so- 
ber judgment always brought him 
back to the underlying principles of 
the past. Another ventured the sug- 
gestion that the American people 
may. have only now waked up to the 
epoch-making change that has oc 
curred in our national position since 
the war, and may therefore be ‘‘dis- 
counting’ in the present market a 
not unreasonable confidence. The 
third, after admitting that, with our 
present economic strength and eco- 
nomic safeguards, such reaction as 
used to be familiar in our pre-war 
finance is not to be expected, never- 
theless believed that inflation of val- 
ues, characterized by abnormal vio- 
lence and accompanied with extrava- 
gant use of credit, is as certain to- 
day as it ever was to end in a pro- 
portionately violent downward read- 
justment. 

None of these three judgments 
gives a clear view of the actual situ- 
ation. Of the first it will naturally 
be remarked that, even if economic 
law must in the long run operate as 
it did in a hundred old-time episodes 
of a whole community’s plunge into 
speculation, it may not operate in 
the same way or with the same 
force. If certain potential elements 
of weakness are eliminated—an in- 
secure credit system, for instance, 
or reliance on foreign capital, or the 
spreading of speculation from the 
Stock Exchange into general trade— 
then the reaction would certainly be 
different in scope from pre-war ex- 
perience, and possibly long post- 
poned. The second view of the sit- 
uation, that the American people 
are simply “discounting’’ enlarged 
American prosperity, has always ap- 
plied on such occasions. Every spec 
ulation of the scope and magnitude
